Borpgavux, Dec. 15—Dispatches from Mar- 
sailles say the French Government will re- 
nounce the ‘freaty forbidding Ruseia to enter 
the Durdanelles, and adds thatthe United 
~tates, who never recognised the closing of 
the strnits will act in concert with Russia. 

Loxvox, Dec. 16—A monster meeting of the 
symputhizers with the Pope was held this 
evening. Speeches were made and resolu- 
tions adopted strongly expressing the opinion 
that Great Britain should defeud the interests 
of the Catholic subjects now manaced at 
Rome. 

The Papal envoy arrived at Versailles on the 
12th with] mportant dispatches from the Pope 
to Bismarck and the King. It is certain the 
King bas prumised the Pupe to restore him to 
bis temporal power as soon as the present 
war ends. 

Official journals state that the King has 
determined to restore Napoleon. 

Loxpox, Dec. 16 —It is stated that Thiers 
when at St. Petersburg, before proceeding to 
Versailles, intended to have proposed an 
abandvoment of Bismarck’s demaod for 
Alsace, and.the substitution thereof of the 
annexation of Belgium and Holland to Prussia 
But it wes unfavorably received by the Rus- 
sian authorities and abandoned.

Council General, for the purpose of choosing 
among themselves Delegates to the National 
Assembly with the objects of the reconstrac- 
tion of the Government and concladiag « 
peace. 

Brussevs, Dec. 15—A report prevails bere 
that’Motitmedy has not capituluted, bat on 
the contrary the Prassians were repulsed with 
beavy loss in killed and wounded. 

Brain, Dec. 15 —Bi marck is to be made a 
Nuke, and the King wishes the title to be the 
“ Duke of Strasoourg, * but Bismarck wants 
to retain bis own name. 

Bonpeacx, Dec. 16—The sub-prefect of 
Havte in @ report received here denies having 
sent a dispatch sunouncing the French 
victory at Paris. He maintaius however that 
there is a general and rapid retreat of the 
Prussians trom Paris.
